EDITORIAL    COMMENT 


James  Hickey  Ranks  High 
Hampden-Sydney 
Coaches 


Among 


Hampden-Sydney  has  been  exceptionally  fortunate  in 
the  coaches  who  have  trained  their  fine  teams  through 
the  years,  and  in  Jim  Hickey  it  has  had  one  of  the 
best.    His  record  speaks  for  itself. 

Naturally  the  college  could  not  expect  to  hold  in- 
definitely a  coach  of  the  caliber  of  Jim  Hickey.  He 
assumed  his  duties  as  football  coach  in  the  fall  of  1951 
and  the  next  year  was  elevated  to  the  position  of 
Athletic  Director  when  George  Proc- 
tor left  to  enter  business  in  Richmond. 

Jim  Hickey  was  a  player  of  no 
mean  ability  when  on  the  team  at 
William  and  Alary.  He  weighed  at 
that  time  about  145  pounds;  most  of 
his  teammates  weighed  probably  nearer 
20O.  An  observer,  seeing  him  on  the 
playing  field  at  William  and  Mary 
and  being  struck  with  his  small  size 
by  comparison  with  the  big  fellows 
who  made  up  the  rest  of  the  team, 
commented  on  this  fact  to  Carl  Voyles, 
then  coach,  who  promptly  reassured 
him  by  telling  him  that  Jim  Hickey 
was  145  pounds  of  determination  and 
knew  more  football  than  any  man  on 
the  team. 

After  leaving  William  and  Mary- 
he  became  assistant  coach  at  John 
Marshall  High  School  and  was  soon 
elevated  to  the  position  of  head  coach. 
At  John  Marshall  his  skillful  training 
developed  players  who  made  names  for 
themselves  at  colleges  and  universities. 
It  was  from  John  Marshall  that  he 
came    to    Hampden-Sydney. 

There  are  those  who  sometimes  expressed  surprise  at 
a  college  going  to  a  preparatory  or  high  school  to  secure 
a  coach.  But  this  is  far  from  unusual.  The  University 
of  Illinois  got  Bob  Zuppke  from  a  preparatory  school 
and  Northwestern  went  to  the  same  preparatory  school 
to  get  one  of  its  most  noted  coaches.  Preparatory  and 
high  schools  often  have  large  numbers  of  healthy,  strong, 
and  quick-witted  boys  who  are  just  the  material  for  a 
coach  to  work  with  and  give  him  proper  experience. 
In  fact  it  is  what  might  be  expected  since  it  is  from 
high  schools  and  preparatory  schools  that  college  and 
university  material   and   teams  are  molded. 

Jim  Hickey  knew  how  to  handle  his  charges  and  had 
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their  complete  confidence  and  respect.  He  will  long  be 
remembered  here  for  the  quality  of  the  teams  he  turned 
out  and  particularly  the  team  of  1955,  which,  with  the 
exception  of  losing  one  game  by  one  point,  won  every 
other  game  in  the  schedule.  His  influence  with  the 
students  was  one  of  the  best,  and  he  showed  his  teams 
that  no  matter  how  hard  they  might  play,  they  could  still 
be  gentlemen. 


History  Of  Prince  Edward 
County,  Virginia 

History  of  Prince  Edivard  County, 
1  iryinia,  by  Herbert  Clarence  Brad- 
shaw,  '30,  Dietz  Press,  Inc.,  Richmond, 
Virginia,  1955;  700  pp,  $10.00. 

This  is  a  volume  of  700  pages  of 
texts  and  300  more  of  notes  and  index. 
It  is  to  be  doubted  if  any  county  in 
the  state  or,  for  that  matter,  any  county 
of  any  state  ever  had  a  history  so  ex- 
haustive and  complete. 

It  begins  with  the  formation  of  the 
county  in  1754,  when  it  was  cut  from 
Amelia,  which  in  turn  had  once  been 
a  part  of  Prince  George.  As  is  well 
known,  the  settlement  of  Virginia  was 
begun  at  Jamestown  in  the  Tidewater 
and    advanced   steadily   westward. 

Mr.  Bradshaw  has  done  an  immense 
amount  of  research.  He  was  fortunate 
in  the  fact  that  the  records  of  Prince 
Edward  County  were  complete  from 
the  date  of  the  establishment  of  the 
county.  During  the  Civil  War  or  War 
Between  the  States,  or  just  subsequent 
to  the  end  of  the  war,  wanton  destruc- 
tion of  the  records  took  place  in  a  num- 
ber of  the  counties.  Some  of  this 
destruction  was  by  Federal  troops,  but  most  by  camp 
followers. 

However  Mr.  Bradshaw  did  not  limit  himself  to  what 
the  records  of  the  clerk's  office  or  records  of  adjoining 
counties  show,  but  spent  much  time  in  libraries  such  as 
those  at  Duke  University  and  that  at  the  University  of 
Virginia.  In  addition,  he  secured  the  use  of  letters  which 
had  been  preserved  at  a  time  when  people  little  realized 
the  value  of  preserving  them.  From  these  letters  valuable 
information  was  obtained. 

Mr.  Bradshaw  through  his  indefatigable  research  was 
enabled  to  give  a  good  account  of  the  War  of  the  Revo- 
lution in  so  far  as  citizens  of  this  county  played  a  part. 
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He  shows  that  the  citizens  of  Prince  Edward  took  an 
active  part  also  in  the  War  of  1812,  the  Mexican  War, 
and  especially  that  of  the  War  Between  the  States. 
Nor  does  he  overlook  the  Spanish-American  War,  though 
that  lasted  only  a  few  months.  Of  course  he  has  a  good 
deal  to  say  about  the  first  World  War  and  World  War 
II,  and  the  Korean  conflict. 

Mr.  Bradshaw  draws  an  excellent  picture  of  the  social 
life  in  the  county  and  he  deals  also  with  the  political 
and  educational.  In  the  educational  field  he  naturally 
has  a  great  deal  to  say  about  Hampden-Sydney  during 
its  early  days,  as  it  pertains  to  the  historical  record  of 
the  county  which  he  traces  from  its  foundations,  down 
to  the  present.  His  treatment  of  Longwood  College  is 
most  complete  and  comprehensive,  showing  that  Prince 
Edward  did  not  neglect  the  education  of  its  young  women. 
He  also  mentions  a  number  of  private  schools  which 
played  an  important  part  in  the  education  of  the  young 
women  of   Prince  Edward. 

Mr.  Bradshaw's  research  has  been  prodigious,  and 
the  assembling  and  putting  together  in  a  most  readable 
shape  resulting  from  it  has  produced  a  volume  which 
will  delight  many  a  reader.  As  a  book  of  reference 
it  will  be  invaluable.  The  writer  is  gifted  in  narrative 
and  his  treatment  of  the  Civil  War  in  which  this  county 
played  an  important  part,  especially  during  the  closing 
days  of  this  conflict,  is  admirable.  Really  the  last  great 
battle  of  the  Civil  War,  that  of  Sayler's  Creek,  was  fought 
partly  in  this  county  and  Mr.  Bradshaw  must  have  done 
an  immense  amount  of  reading  to  describe  as  he  has 
done  the  movement  of  both  Confederate  and  Federal 
troops  during  the  last  few  days  of  the  conflict.  As  men- 
tioned before,  he  had  succeeded  in  finding  a  great  many 
old  letters.  Some  of  these  he  published  in  full,  and 
they   provide   interesting   and   informative    reading. 

Of  unusual  interest  is  the  account  Mr.  Bradshaw  gives 
of  the  reconstruction  era,  a  period  heretofore  not  covered 
so  thoroughly  as  far  as  Prince  Edward  is  concerned. 

One  would  think  that  any  Prince  Edward  family  or 
any  family  who  had  its  origin  in  this  county  would  de- 
sire to  add  this  book  to  its  library.  Furthermore  it 
would  be  a  delight  to  any  genealogist  and  a  source  of 
unfailing  information.  This  book  is  really  a  monumental 
achievement,  and  Mr.  Bradshaw  has  rendered  a  tre- 
mendous service  especially  to  this  county,  but  also  to  this 
entire  section  and  to  the  state  at  large. 

Judge  John  M.  Hart 

In  the  death  of  Judge  John  M.  Hart  of  Roanoke  on 
Monday,  December  12,  at  the  age  of  88,  Hampden- 
Sydney  lost  one  of  its  most  outstanding  alumni.  He 
had  been  an  invalid  for  some  time,  having  resigned  the 
last  position  which  he  had  held,  that  of  Commissioner 
of  Revenue,  after  twenty  years,  at  the  end  of  1953. 

After  leaving  Hampden-Sydney  College,  where  he  had 
been  a  member  of  the  class  of  1886,  he  attended  the 
University  of  Virginia,  where  he  received  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Laws.  He  moved  to  Roanoke,  then  a  new 
but  promising  city,  where  he  began  the  practice  of  law,  in 
which  he  was  most  successful.  After  a  short  time  he 
formed  a  partnership  with  his  brother,  James  P.  Hart, 
also  an  alumnus,  class  of  '92.    This  firm  was  a  most  out- 


standing one. 

Judge    Hart    held    a   number    of    responsible    positions, 
beginning  with  that  of  alderman  in    1904.    In    1907  he! 
was  elected  to  the  Senate  of  Virginia,  in  which  body  he  i 
served   with   ability    for   two   successive   terms.     He   was  1 
noted  for  his  independence  and  courage.    A  man  of  great 
and    exceptional    ability,    he    made    many    warm    friends. 
In   191 1   he  was  a  delegate  to  the  Democratic  National 
Convention    in    Baltimore    which    nominated    Woodrow 
Wilson  for  President.    Later  President  Wilson  appointed 
Judge  Hart   as   Collector   of    Internal   Revenue   for   the 
Western     District    of     Virginia.      In     1922,     Governor 
Trinkle,  class  of  '96,   appointed  him  judge  of  the  Cor- 
poration Court,  later  Hustings  Court. 

Judge  Hart  was  the  last  surviving  charter  member 
of  Upsilon  Chapter  of  Kappa  Sigma  fraternity.  At  the 
Sixth  Grand  Conclave  held  in  Lynchburg  in  1885,  he 
is  credited  with  having  introduced  the  resolution  that 
resulted  in  the  establishment  of  the  Kappa  Sigma  Quar- 
terly, which  later  became  the  Caduceus,  the  official  fra- 
ternity magazine. 

Judge  Hart  was  a  frequent  visitor  to  the  Hill  during 
the  lifetime  of  his  father,  and  later  in  the  home  of  his 
two  sisters,  the  Misses  Alice  and  Margaret   Hart. 


No  Traditions? 

The  other  evening  we  heard  a  Hampden-Sydney  senior 
lamenting  that  there  were  no  traditions  at  the  College, 
except  for  water-throwing.  He  admitted  that  there  was 
some  sort  of  tradition  about  freshmen  not  sitting  on 
the  college  fence,  but  pointed  out  that  nobody  sat  on 
the  fence  nowadays,  freshman  or  not. 

The  new  Air  Force  Academy,  still  in  swaddling  clothes, 
is  busy  manufacturing  traditions.  It  seems  a  strange  thing 
that  a  school  like  Hampden-Sydney,  flourishing  for  180 
years  in  one  location,  should  not  be  overflowing  with 
ancient  traditions,  genuine,  not  synthetic.  Perhaps  it  is 
a  tribute  to  the  atmosphere  of  liberty  pervading  the  cam- 
pus that  each  college  generation  has  refused  to  be  bound 
too  much  by  the  practices  of  its  predecessors.  Perhaps  it 
is  a  tradition  to  be  traditionless. 

President  Joseph  C.  Robert  recently  revived  one  of 
the  oldest  customs  of  the  College,  which  might  well  be 
reestablished  as  a  traditional  ceremony,  when  he  resur- 
rected the  173-year-old  procedure  required  by  the  college 
charter  of  1783  for  the  installation  of  trustees.  This 
ceremony,  involving  the  use  of  a  Spanish  milled  dollar, 
is  described  on  page  7. 

Perhaps  there  are  some  other  Hampden-Sydney  tra- 
ditions and  customs  which  should  be  restored  to  the 
campus.   Any  suggestions  ?

INTERESTING   ITEMS 

•  In  voting  by  Virginia's  sports  writers  and  radio  sports 
casters  for  the  outstanding  Virginia  team  of  1955,  Hamp- 
den-Sydney's  football  team  placed  fifth.  Ahead  of  it 
were  the  Norview  High  School  football  squad,  the  L^ni- 
versity  of  Richmond's  basketball  team,  the  W&L  basket- 
ball team,  and  V.  P.  I.'s  football  team. 
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An  Inaugural  Meditation 

During  this  inaugural  season  all  those  who  have  been 
touched  by  Hampden-Sydney  might  well  reflect  on  the 
past  and  consider  the  years  to  come.  As  I  indicated  in 
the  January  issue  of  The  Record,  if  we  are  to  have  these 
exercises  let  us  use  them  as  a  time  for  stock-taking,  a  time 
for  reviewing  and  revealing  the  distinctive  traits  of  this 
institution. 

The  corporate  title  of  our  college  assures  us  of  the  per- 
manence of  ideas.  Like  other  schools,  ours  is  named  for 
those  who  gave  us  an  endowment ;  in  this  instance  the 
endowment  is  that  precious  coinage,  the  concept  of  liberty. 
We  who  answer  to  the  names  of  two  English  patriots 
should  rejoice  in  this  constant  reminder  that  we  are 
keepers  of  a  treasure,  a  treasure  which  to  have  value  must 
be  set  in  circulation. 

Our  charter  of  1783  enjoins  us  to  preserve  the  prin- 
ciples of  the  American  Revolution.  Note  the  words  from 
that  venerable  document,  still  the  basis  of  our  academic 
government:  "In  order  to  preserve  in  the  minds  of  the 
students  that  sacred  love  and  attachment  which  they 
should  ever  bear  to  the  principles  of  the  present  glorious 
revolution,  the  greatest  care  and  caution  shall  be  used  in 
electing  such  professors  and  masters,  to  the  end  that  no  per- 
son shall  be  so  elected  unless  the  uniform  tenor  of  his  con- 
duct manifests  to  the  world  his  sincere  affection  for  the  lib- 
erty and  independence  of  the  LTnited  States  of  America." 
In  a  special  sense,  therefore,  this  institution  is  established  to 
maintain  what  we  must  call  the  original  and  undiluted 
American  Way  of  Life,  though  the  phrase  has  been 
muchly  abused. 

What  is  the  hard  core  of  our  beliefs  here  on  the  Hill? 
I  propose  an  answer.  As  we  were  reminded  by  our 
Chaplain  in  a  recent  address  to  the  students,  the  novel 
element  of  the  New  Covenant  is  that  one  must  worship 
God  with  his  mind,  as  well  as  with  his  strength,  his 
heart,  and  his  soul.  Thus  I  take  it  that  the  supreme 
blasphemy  for  the  Christian  is  to  worship  God  in  ignor- 
ance. And  our  special  commitment  here  on  the  Hill  is  to 
guarantee  full  possession  of  all  faculties  in  attempting  to 
fulfill  divine  injunctions.  Otherwise  we  would  belie  our 
claim  to  be  an  institution  of  higher  learning. 

We  believe,  of  course,  that  a  man  may  be  called  to  the 
ministry  of  teaching  with  the  same  supreme  imperative 
that  characterizes  a  true  call  to  the  ministry  of  preaching. 
And  we  believe  that  as  in  the  sixteenth  century  Chris- 
tianity experienced  a  renaissance  because  of  the  concept 
of  the  priesthood  of  all  believers,  so  in  the  twentieth 
century  a  renewal  of  astounding  proportions  could  come 
with  a  conviction  that  there  is  a  teacherhood  of  all  be- 
lievers. Education  should  weigh  on  the  conscience  of  all 
Christians.     The    peculiar   vigor   of   Calvinism   stems    in 


part  from  its  emphasis  on  the  disciplined  intellect.  Could 
not  these  ideas  bear  fruit  in  an  active  concern  for  our 
seed-beds  of  learning? 

There  is  not  one  truth  on  the  chapel  platform  and 
another  in  the  science  laboratory.  Laws  spiritual,  moral, 
and  natural  are  part  of  one  ordered  universe,  and  can 
survive  honest  examination.  Truth  is  indivisible;  frag- 
mentation is  error.  We  must  not  be  frightened,  no 
matter  where  truth  may  lead.  No  college  is  worth  the 
cost  of  a  classroom  key  if  it  is  not  a  sanctuary  for  truth. 
In  promoting  the  whole  man  we  maintain  the  emanci- 
pating idea  of  a  continuous  search  for  the  truth.  The 
greatest  teachers  are  men  of  faith.  Cynicism  is  the  first 
refuge  of  the  incompetent. 

What  we  do  here  may  have  an  impact  universal  and 
eternal.  In  the  past  men  have  gone  forth  from  this  small 
academic  village  to  found  colleges,  to  establish  hospitals, 
to  build  churches.  And  in  that  divine  plan  of  geometric 
progression  our  alumni  have  touched  those  who  have 
inspired  others.  We  may  easily  show,  through  the  lives 
of  a  handful  of  missionaries  and  teachers  in  the  last 
century,  how  this  school  has  brought  light  to  the  utter- 
most parts  of  the  earth.  Can  we  handle  carelessly  such 
a  heritage?  Is  not  this  a  clarion  call  to  give  our  best? 
With  our  tradition  of  excellence,  the  deadliest  sin  would 
be  a  willingness  to  accept  mediocrity. 

We  count  it  an  advantage  that  we  are  in  the  heart 
of  Virginia.  We  are  not  blind  to  regional  faults,  but  we 
seek  the  maintenance  and  strengthening  of  those  virtues 
which  any  student  of  regionalism,  if  he  is  honest,  will 
acknowledge.  I  refer  to  the  instinctive  courtesy  of  good 
manners,  the  unostentatious  sympathy,  and  community  re- 
sponsibility, all  mellowed  by  an  emphasis  on  the  sanctity 
of  the  individual.  This  last  trait,  we  believe,  is  encour- 
aged in  our  vicinity  by  a  special  union  of  the  Christian 
and  the  classical  tradition. 

In  cool  appraisal  I  say  that  we  enter  the  score  of  years 
which  lead  to  our  bicentennial  with  self-confidence,  but 
it  is  a  self-confidence  tempered  by  the  knowledge  that 
we  here  on  the  Hill  cannot  alone  fulfill  the  triumphant 
future  prophesied  by  a  great  past.  We  shall  need  the 
specific  assurance  of  all  who  can  call  Hampden-Sydney 
Alma  Mater;  we  shall  need  the  aid  of  all  citizens  who 
believe  in  religion  as  the  essential  educational  amalgam. 
Above  all,  we  shall  need  that  divine  comfort  which  gives 
the  clarity  of  vision  to  see  and  the  strength  of  will  to 
travel  the  plain  path. 

There  is  a  continuing  demand  for  creative  faith.  The 
belief  of  our  friends  is  a  dynamic  thing.  We  covet  your 
hopes.    We  pray  for  your  prayers.

The  Inauguration  of 
President  Robert 

Dr.  Joseph  Clarke  Robert  was  inaugurated  as  seven- 
teenth president  of  Hampden-Sydney  College  on  March 
23,  1956.  Johns  Auditorium  was  filled  with  spectators  for 
the  occasion,  including  representatives  of  142  colleges  and 
14  learned  societies  and  educational  organizations  who 
marched  in  colorful  academic  costume  down  the  Via  Sacra 
into  the  building. 

The  featured  speaker  for  the  occasion  was  Sir  Percy 
Claude  Spender,  K.  B.  E.,  Q.  C,  Australian  ambassador

to  the  United  States.  Sir  Percy  told  the  inaugural 
audience  that  "the  independence  of  a  university  is  essen- 
tial to  its  effective  continuance.  Remove  independence 
and  your  universities  become  seats  of  teaching — degree 
factories — and  no  longer  the  repositories  of  learning  and 
culture."  He  paid  tribute  to  Hampden-Sydney,  where, 
he  said,  the  ideal  of  quality  has  not  been  submerged,  but 
in  these  days  of  mass  education  remains  close  to  the  old 
ideals  of  200  years  ago.  Where  there  is  great  tradition, 
there  is  equally  great  responsibility.  This  responsibility 
Hampden-Sydney  has  met. 

The  three  main  functions  of  a  college,  he  said,  are  to 
transmit  culture  and  enlightenment;  to  search  for  scien- 
tific discoveries ;  and  to  teach  professional  knowledge. 
Education  teaches  men  to  learn  to  live  with  themselves, 
to  carry  the  mark  of  the  civilized  man. 

In  his  address,  the  Australian  ambassador  referred  to 
the  English  patriots  for  whom  the  college  is  named,  John 
Hampden  and  Algernon  Sydney.  He  said  the  hyphen  in 
the  college  name  "links  together  two  names  which  shall 
ever  signify  the  struggle  for  two  of  the  greatest  liberties 
which  today  we  prize  so  much — political  and  religious 
freedom.'' 

On  the  subject  of  academic  freedom,  Sir  Percy  said 
"teachers,  like  students,  must  be  ready  and  able  to  express 
themselves  fearlessly  and  freely.  At  the  same  time  teachers 
are  bound,  like  everyone  else,  by  the  requirements  of  good 
citizenship  and  professional  obligation. 


"But,  unnecessarily  to  curb  the  freedom  of  the  teacher 
is  to  hamstring  learning  at  its  beginning.  Nevertheless, 
there  is  a  line  at  which  freedom  or  privilege  is  subject 
to  the  limits  of  legal  duty  or  obligation,  and  the  drawing 
of  this  line  is  primarily  a  function  of  the  lawmakers  and 
the  courts." 

Sir  Percy  said  teachers  "in  the  colleges  of  our  free 
world  are  the  caretakers  of  tomorrow's  civilization.  ^  ou  do 
not  impart  your  ideas  so  much  for  what  they  can  do  in 
the  immediate  world  about  us  but  for  the  manner  in 
which   they  may  enrich   the  world   of   the   future." 

Concluding,  Sir  Percy  told  President  Robert,  "You 
are  joining  in  a  succession  of  great  men  in  a  college  possess- 
ing  prestige   second   to   none   in   your  country." 

Dr.  Frank  S.  Johns,  '08,  president  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  administered  the  oath  of  office  to  Dr.  Robert, 
and  presented  him  with  the  charter  of  the  College. 

Dr.  Robert  replied  in  a  brief  but  strong  address  which 
stressed  the  need  for  religious  faith  in  the  search  for 
truth.  He  said  that  the  secret  of  Hampden-Sydney  s  con- 
spiciously  successful  past  and  the  formula  for  the  future 
lies  in  the  teachers.  He  paid  high  tribute  to  his  prede- 
cessor, Dr.  Edgar  G.  Gammon,  who,  because  of  ill 
health,  was  unable  to  be  present. 

Dr.  Robert  continued,  "Those  composing  the  college 
charter  put  their  finger  on  the  jugular  vein  of  the  body 
academic.  They  pointed  out  with  a  promptness  which 
all  administrators  must  envy  the  simple  truth  that  college 
objectives  depend  on  the  faculty." 

Hampden-Sydney 's  corporate  responsibility  "is  to  train 
the  mind.  Our  studies,  if  they  are  successful,  lead  the 
student  to  think  with  precision  and  to  express  his  thoughts 
with  clarity." 

Dr.  Roberts  said  the  college  can  face  the  future  with 
self-confidence,  but  must  have  assurance  of  support  from 
alumni  and  "the  aid  of  all  citizens  who  believe  religion 
to  be  the  essential  educational  amalgam.  Above  all,  we 
shall  need  that  divine  comfort  which  gives  the  vision  to 
see,  and  the  strength  to  travel,  the  plain  path."

General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  and 
president  of  Columbia  Theological  Seminary,  Decatur, 
Georgia.  Dr.  Benjamin  Rice  Lacy,  Jr.,  chaplain  of  the 
college  and  president-emeritus  of  Union  Theological  Semi- 
nary, Richmond,  pronounced  the  benediction. 

Music  for  the  processional  and  recessional  was  furnished 
by  the  Hampden-Sydney  Glee  Club,  conducted  by  Thomas 
Edward  Crawley. 

Frank  C.  Bedinger,  '05,  president  of  the  Hampden- 
Sydney  Alumni  Association,  presided  at  the  luncheon  for 
the  official  delegates. 

Dr.  Noah  Lloyd  Dennis,  moderator  of  the  Synod  of 
Virginia,  delivered  the  invocation.  Greetings  were  brought 
by  Colgate  W.  Darden,  Jr.,  president  of  the  LTniversity 
of  Virginia,  for  the  state  colleges  and  universities;  by 
Francis  Pendleton  Gaines,  president  of  Washington  and 
Lee  University  for  private  colleges  and  universities;  by 
James  H.  Smith,  president  of  the  Hampden-Sydney  stu- 
dent body;  by  Graves  Haydon  Thompson,  professor  of 
Latin,  for  the  faculty  of  Hampden-Sydney  College;  and 
by  James  McDowell  Richards  for  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  United  States. 

A  reception  followed  for  delegates,  faculty,  students, 
and   friends  in  the  College  Library. 

The  uniform  excellence  of  the  speakers,  the  smooth- 
ness of  the  arrangements,  under  the  over-all  direction  of 
Dr.  Philip  Ropp,  the  spring-like  weather,  all  served  to 
make  this  a  memorable  and  impressive  occasion — an  oc- 
casion that  renewed  pride  in  the  past  and  confidence  for 
the  future.

Spanish  Milled  Dollar  Featured 
In  1783  Ceremony 

A  173-year-old  ceremony  was  resurrected  when  Dr. 
Frank  D.  Costenbader,  '25,  and  the  Rev.  E.  B.  McGukin 
were  installed  as  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Hampden-Sydney  College  on  February  6. 

The  charter  of  the  College,  as  passed  by  the  General 
Assembly  of  Virginia  in  May,  1783,  provides  in  Article 
V  for  an  "oath  or  affirmation  to  be  administered  by  a 
justice  of  the  peace  of  the  said  county  of  Prince  Edward, 
and  by  him  certified  to  the  court  of  the  said  county,  there 
to  be  recorded  .  .  .  ."  The  same  Article  V  further  pro- 
vides that  "The  clerk  of  said  court,  for  entering  the 
[oath],  shall  receive  of  the  trustees  the  sum  of  one  Spanish 
milled  dollar."' 

Mrs.  Gladys  Carter,  secretary  in  the  dean's  office,  is 
also  a  justice  of  the  peace  for  Hampden  district  in  Prince 
Edward  County,  and  was  present  as  the  new  trustees  re- 
peated the  old  words  of  1783: 

"I  do  swear  that  I  will,  to  the  best  of  my  skill  and 
judgment,  faithfully  and  truly  discharge  the  duties  re- 
quired of  me  by  the  'Act  for  incorporating  the  Trustees 
of  Hampden-Sydney  College'  without  favor,  affection,  or 
partiality,  so  help  me  God." 

The  Spanish  milled  dollar,  coined  in  1799,  was  pro- 
vided by  President  Joseph  C.  Robert.  He  had  discovered 
it  in  a  rare  coin  shop  in  New  York  City  during  a  recent 
visit.  It  was  at  Dr.  Robert's  suggestion  that  the  ancient 
ceremony  was  revived.

Dr.  Lacy  Inducted  As 
Chaplain  of  the  College 

Dr.  Ben  R.  Lacy  was  inducted  and  installed  as  Chap- 
lain of  the  College  in  impressive  ceremonies  held  on 
Tuesday,   February  7,  in  Johns  Auditorium. 

In  stating  the  purpose  of  this  office,  Dr.  Joseph  C. 
Robert,  president,  said:  "Dr.  Lacy  is  charged  with  the 
responsibility  of  spiritual  advisor  to  the  academic  com- 
munity ...  A  chaplain  ought  to  be  a  scholar,  a  preacher, 
and  a  warm  human  being,  and  the  college  has  these  in 
Dr.  Lacy." 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  services  Dr.  Robert  declared, 
"I  do  now  declare  that  Benjamin  Rice  Lacv,  Jr.,  has 
been  formally  accepted  and  recognized  as  Chaplain  of 
Hampden-Sydnev  College,  and  as  such  is  entitled  to  all  the 
honor  and  encouragement,  to  all  the  loyalty  and  affec- 
tion, which  are  due  him  as  a  man  of  God  and  our  spiritual 
leader." 

The  new  position,  bringing  Dr.  Lacy  even  closer  to 
the  institution  than  he  has  been  for  many  years  as  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  brings  him  back  to  the 
grounds  and  halls  where  his  forebears  served  with  vision 
and  success.  From  the  manse  window  he  can  look  across 
the  gre^n  to  Venable  Hall  where  his  ancestor.  John  Holt 
Rice,  D.D.,  founded  Union  Theological  Seminary  in 
1832.  Another  forebear,  Dr.  Drury  Lacy,  was  third  in 
line  of  college  presidents,  serving  as  acting  president  from 
1789  to   1797. 

A  spiritual  leader  to  thousands  on  down  through  the 
vears  as  teacher,  pastor  and  theological  administrator.  Dr. 
Lacy  has  still  wider  capacity  to  share  with  the  men  of 
the  student  bodv  in  his  desire  to  work  for  the  good  of  this 
college  community.

Century-Old  Diary 
Returns  To  H-SC 

After  almost  a  hundred  years,  an  album  which  was 
owned  by  Dr.  Edwin  Gilliam  Booth,  Class  of  1859, 
while  a  student  at  Hampden-Sydney  and  carried  by  him 
through  The  War  Between  the  States,  has  returned  to 
the  Hill.  It  has  been  presented  to  the  College  by  Lieuten- 
ant Commander  William  Harris  Booth,  U.  S.  N.  (Re- 
tired), son  of  Dr.  Booth  and  father  of  Frank  Millet 
Booth,  '37. 

In  parting  with  this  treasured  keepsake  of  his  father, 
Commander  Booth  wrote :  "I  want  to  assure  you  .  .  . 
of  my  great  pleasure  and  happiness  in  presenting  this  diary 
of  my  father's  to  Hampden-Sydney  College,  as  a  permanent 
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record  for  the  archives  of  the  library  there  ...  I  believe 
that  nothing  in  all  this  world  would  please  my  father 
more  (were  he  living  now)  than  to  think  that  his  dear 
old  diary,  begun  at  Hampden-Sydney  College  in  his 
student  days  there,  almost  ioo  years  ago,  has  found  its 
final  resting  place  right  in  the  archives  of  that  dear  old 
institution  that  he  loved  so  well  .  .  .  You  can  imagine 
my  thoughts  at  parting  with  this  old  book,  that  my  father 
and  I  carefully  kept  in  our  possession  for  almost  IOO 
years.  But  I  surely  do  feel  so  happy  now  to  think  that 
my  father's  treasured  possession  has  returned  to  his  old 
alma  mater  again." 

Dr.  Booth's  father,  Edwin  Gilliam  Booth,  Sr.,  was  a 
leading  Virginian  who  in  1885  was  proposed  as  a  candi- 
date for  governor  of  the  state  by  the  Richmond  Sentinel. 
Commander  Booth  writes  of  his  grandfather:  "He  was 
a  very  prominent  and  devout  Presbyterian  (of  Nottoway 
County)  in  his  day.  I  suppose  that  is  the  reason  why  he 
sent  his  oldest  son  (my  father)  to  Hampden-Sydney 
College." 

The  October,  1955  issue  of  The  Record  carried  on 
page  23  a  brief  account  of  Dr.  Booth's  distinguished  career 
and  of  his  diary  which  has  now  come  to  Hampden-Sydney. 
He  used  the  blank  pages  of  the  book  for  collecting  the 
signatures  and  sentiments  of  his  college  mates.  He 
apparently  acquired  the  album  in  the  spring  of  1859,  for 
the  first  signature  in  the  book  is  dated  March  31,  1859, 
and  there  follow  the  autographs  and  thoughts  of  some 
34  Hampden-Sydney  students,  penned  during  April  and 
May  of  the  same  year. 

Following  his  graduation  from  Hampden-Sydney  in 
1859,  young  Booth  went  to  the  University  of  Virginia, 
taking  his  album  with  him.  At  the  end  of  the  session 
there,  within  the  space  of  a  few  days,  from  May  30 
through  June  2,  i860,  he  collected  the  autographed 
sentiments  of  several  dozen  University  students.  Next  we 
find  him  as  a  student  of  medicine  at  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania.  The  single  entry  at  that  school  is  signed 
"Your  Devoted  Cousin,  Robert  Booth  Maclin",  of  Texas, 
Confederate  States  of  America.   The  date  is  March,  1 86 1. 

It  was  not  long  until  Virginia's  secession  from  the 
Union  and  Booth's  immediate  enlistment  as  a  private 
in  the  Confederate  Army.  On  May  1,  1863,  he  was 
commissioned  an  assistant  surgeon  in  the  Confederate 
Navy.  His  autograph  book  next  reveals  him,  through  the 
signatures  of  two  ladies  (young  and  beautiful,  we  hope), 
at  Mobile  in  the  same  year.  Diary  entries  in  the  latter 
pages  relate  exciting  events  off  Fort  Morgan,  Mobile 
Bay,  during  July,  1864.  He  was  writing  on  board  the 
Confederate  Steamer  Stlma.  On  August  5,  in  the  battle 
of  Mobile  Bay,  the  Sehna  was  captured  by  the  U.  S.  S. 
Metacomet,  and  Dr.  Booth  was  taken  aboard  that  ship, 
as  detailed  in  the  October  Record.  This  event  is  wit- 
nessed by  the  autographs  of  a  number  of  the  Federal 
naval  officers,  including  the  bold  signature  of  the 
Metacomet' s  captain,  Lieutenant  Commander  James  E. 
Jouett  (later  rear  admiral). 

The  last  autograph  in  the  book  is  dated  August  24, 
1864,  at  Pensacola,  Florida.  It  was  to  Pensacola  that 
the  Metacomet ,  at  Farragut's  order,  carried  the  wounded 
of  both  sides,  including  the  wounded  Confederate  Admiral, 
Franklin  Buchanan. 

So  it  is  that  this  little  book  carries  within  its  covers 
the  brief  outline  of  five  stirring  years  which  started 
calmly   enough    within    the   quiet   confines   of    Hampden- 


Sydney.  Those  who  penned  their  names  on  its  pages  are 
long  since  gone,  but  their  writing  seems  as  fresh  as  the 
day  it  was  written.

H-SC  Survey  Under  Way 
For  Synod  of  Virginia 

A  group  of  prominent  educators  was  on  the  Hill  March 
2  and  3  conducting  a  survey  of  the  College  for  the  Synod 
of  Virginia.  They  interviewed  members  of  the  admini- 
stration, faculty,  and  student  body,  and  inspected  the 
college  buildings  and  property. 

As  a  preliminary  step,  questionnaires  had  ahead)'  been 
filled  out  by  students,  faculty,  and  administration.  In 
addition,  about  three  hundred  questionnaires  had  been 
mailed  to  every  third  alumnus  in  alternating  graduating 
classes  from  1926  through  1954. 

Present  on  the  campus  were  Dr.  Raymond  Walters, 
president  emeritus  of  the  University  of  Cincinnati,  director 
of  the  survey ;  Dean  Francis  C.  Rosecrance  of  the  School 
of  Education,  New  York  University ;  Dean  Ernest 
Cadman  Colwell,  vice  president  and  dean  of  the  faculties 
of  Emory  University;  Dr.  John  D.  Millett,  president  of 
Miami  (Ohio)  University;  Dr.  Myron  F.  Wicke  of 
the  Board  of  Education  of  the  Methodist  Church:  Mrs. 
Vernon  L.  Dyer  of  Petersburg,  W.  Va.,  president  of  the 
Women  of  the  Church,  Synod  of  Virginia,  and  a  member 
of  the  executive  committee  of  Synod's  Council  on  Edu- 
cational Institutions;  and  Mr.  Eldon  D.  Wilson  of  Rich- 
mond, executive  secretary  of  the  Synod  and  secretary  and 
treasurer  of  the  Council.  Not  able  to  be  present  was 
Dr.  Ruth  E.  Eckert,  professor  of  Higher  Education,  Uni- 
versity of  Minnesota,  who  visited  the  campus  later. 

Frank  S.  Moore,  '28,  of  Norfolk,  a  member  of  the 
Hampden-Sydney  Board  of  Trustees,  is  chairman  of  the 
executive  committee  of  the  Council  on  Educational  Insti- 
tutions for  the  Synod  of  Virginia.  It  is  this  group  which 
is  sponsoring  the  survey,  which  will  also  include  Mary 
Baldwin  College,   Staunton. 

The  Council  expects  to  receive  the  final  report  of  the 
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committee  by  May  10.  It  will  make  its  recommendations 
to  the  Synod  of  Virginia  when  that  hody  meets  at  Massa- 
netta  Springs,  July   17-19.

Alvin  H.  Smith  Joins  Faculty 

Alvin   H.  Smith  joined   the   Hampden-Sydney   faculty 

as  an  instructor  in  Psychology  at  the  beginning  of  the 
second  semester.  He  replaced  .Arnold  C.  Aspden,  who 
had  resigned  to  accept  a  position  as  personnel  manager  of 
the  Hanes  Underwear  Company  of  Winston-Salem,  North 
Carolina.  Mr.  Aspden  had  come  to  Hampden-Sydney  last 
fall. 

In  addition  to  his  work  in  the  Psychology  Department, 
Mr.  Smith  is  teaching  a  course  in  remedial  reading  and 
is  working  in  the  Guidance  Center  of  the  College. 

He  is  a  native  of  St.  I.ouis.  After  serving  in  the  Army 
during  World  War  II,  Mr.  Smith  graduated  from  the 
University  of  Missouri  with  an  A.B.,  and  subsequently 
earned  a  B.D.  at  the  University  of  Dubuque  and  an 
M.Ed,  at  the  University  of  Missouri.  He  is  currently 
working  toward  a  Ph.D. 

Mr.  Smith,  a  Presbyterian,  has  had  extensive  preaching 
experience,  having  served  two  rural  churches  for  three 
and  a  half  years.  In  the  field  of  psychology,  he  has 
served  as  a  counselor  in  the  Testing  and  Counseling 
Service  at  the  University  of  Missouri,  where  he  also 
taught   a  course  in   Educational   and   Social   Efficiency.

The  Caduceus  of  Kappa  Sigma  (January,  1956)  ran 
the  folloiuing  article  about  one  of  Ilampden-Sydney's 
prominent  alumni  of  a  past  generation : 

Under  the  heading  "Greats  of  Ole  Miss,"  sports- 
writer    Bill    Keefe    in   the    Times-Picayune    for   October, 


J5>  T955>  tells  a  long-forgotten  story  about  Dr.  Alexander 
Lee  Bondurant  (Hampden-Sydney  11-14-83),  dean  of 
the  graduate  school  and  professor  of  Latin  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Mississippi. 

"Dr.  A.  L.  Bondurant  was  the  harbinger  of  sports  at 
the  University  of  Mississippi  way  back  in  1890  when 
he  wrote  for  the  University  of  Mississippi  magazine: 

'No  phase  of  the  college  life  has  had  a  more  rapid 
development  in  American  institutions  than  athletics,  a 
name  to  which  there  was  no  corresponding  fact  for  the 
students  of  a  generation  ago.  The  college  student  of  to- 
day has  concluded  that  "all  work  and  no  play  makes 
Jack  a  dull  boy,"  and  in  all  our  leading  institutions  ath- 
letics have  attained  a  prominent  place.  Nor  is  the  spirit 
without  its  analogue:  at  Cambridge  University  the  stroke 
on  the  winning  varsity  crew  shares  equally  with  the 
Senior  Wrangler  the  praise  of  his  fellows  .  .  .'  " 

The  article  goes  on  to  tell  how  Brother  Bondurant 
lived  to  see  Ole  Miss'  first  top-flight  football  teams  in 
the  '30's,  just  a  few  years  after  he  and  Robert  E.  Craig 
(Southwestern  in  Memphis  10-1088)  helped  to  install 
Delta  Xi  Chapter  at  the  University  of  Mississippi.

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William  Old,  '20,  Now  Judge 

Of  Circuit  Court  of 

Chesterfield  and  Colonial 

Heights 

William  Old  was  a  member  of  the  Class  of  1920  and 
later  graduated  in  law  at  Washington  and  Lee  Uni- 
versity.  Last  summer  he  was  the  author  of  a  pamphlet 
treating  the  subject  of  interposition  in  the  matter  of  the 
decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  its  segregation  cases. 
This  article  was  widely  circulated  and  had  much  weight 
with  the  recently  adjourned  Virginia  Legislature. 

Judge  Old  was  made  judge  of  a  new  circuit  com- 
posed of  the  counties  of  Chesterfield  and  Colonial  Heights. 
This  circuit  was  cut  off  from  the  4th  circuit  which  for 
so  many  years  has  been  ably  presided  over  by  Judge 
J.  G.  Jefferson  of  Amelia,  Class  of  1905. 

Judge  Jefferson  has  had  one  of  the  heaviest  circuits  in 
the  state  and  the  creation  of  this  new  circuit  will  be  a 
great  relief  to  the  burden  which  he  has  had  to  carry.  He 
will  still  have  Amelia,  Nottoway,  Powhatan  and  Din- 
widdie  counties  and  the  Circuit  Court  for  the  City  of 
Petersburg. 

Like  Judge  Jefferson,  Judge  Old  is  a  bachelor.  He  has 
now  reached  the  age  of  58  years  and  is  a  lawyer  of 
learning  and  ability.  At  one  time  he  was  law  partner 
of  the  late  P.  H.  Drury  with  offices  in  Petersburg. 

Both  of  Judge  Old's  paternal  grandfathers  were 
parties  to  the  attempt  at  interposition  in  1833.  His  great- 
grandfather of  the  same  name  sponsored  in  the  Virginia 
Senate  a  resolution,  which  was  passed,  interceding  in  the 
South  Carolina  move  toward  secession. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  the  tariff  law  which  had 
so  much  to  do  with  South  Carolina's  attitude  was  later 
modified  and  South  Carolina  rescinded  its  nullification 
act.  It  is  believed  that  Judge  Old,  with  his  distinguished 
ancestry  and  his  thoroughness  in  dealing  with  the  law, 
will  make  a  circuit  court  judge  of  whom  Hampden- 
Svdney  can  be  justly  proud.

W.  C.  Buchanan,  '87, 
and  W.  J.  Buchanan,  '11 

W.  J.  Buchanan,  'u,  has  sent  to  the  Rf.cord  office  a 
copy  of  the  booklet  prepared  by  him  on  the  occasion  of 
the  Centennial  celebration  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Waynesboro,  Virginia.  The  booklet,  written 
in  1946,  contains  a  detailed  account  of  the  growth  of 
the  church  and  of  the  pastors  who  have  served  through 
the  years.  Although  the  church  was  founded  in  1798, 
it  has,  in  connection  with  Tinkling  Spring  church,  a 
history  reaching  back  as  early  as  1740. 

Of  particular  interest  to  alumni  is  the  account  of  the 
Smyrna  Chapel  and  the  Basic  City  churches.  The  de- 
velopment of  these  two  "out-posts"  of  the  Waynesboro 
Church  was  the  task  of  Mr.  Buchanan's  uncle,  the 
Reverend    William    C.     Buchanan,     '87,    whose    death 


occurred  last  December.  [See  January  1956  Rkcord.] 
Smyrna  Chapel  is  now  the  Smyrna  Church,  and  Basic 
City  Church  has  become  the  Second  Presbyterian  Church. 
Mr.  W.  J.  Buchanan  played  an  important  role  in  the 
development  of  the  Smyrna  church. 

We  are  grateful  for  this  additional  information  on  the 
work  of  Dr.  Buchanan.  These  churches  stand  as  a 
monument  to  his  life  and  work.  The  reading  of  this 
booklet,  now  in  the  College  Library,  would  furnish  many 
more  items  of  interest  to  its  readers. 


Mrs.  Marion  Hubard  Henneman 

Airs.  Marion  Hubard  Henneman  died  on  Sunday, 
January  15,  1956,  in  the  Martha  Jefferson  Hospital, 
Charlottesville,  Virginia. 

Mrs.  Henneman  was  born  at  "Redfield,''  Halifax- 
County,  on  November  30,  1871,  the  daughter  of  Robert 
Thruston  Hubard,  Jr.,  Class  of  1859,  and  Sallie 
Edmunds  Hubard.  She  was  married  at  the  Hubard  home, 
"Chellowe,"  in  Buckingham  County  on  September  7, 
1897,  to  Dr.  John  Bell  Henneman,  then  Professor  of 
English  at  the  University  of  Tennessee. 

Dr.  Henneman  was  Professor  of  English  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  from  1889  to  1893,  where  he  made  an  eminent 
reputation.  From  here  he  went  to  the  University  of 
Tennessee  and  later  to  the  University  of  the  South  at 
Sewanee,  Tennessee,  to  become  head  of  the  Department 
of  English,  which  position  he  held  until  his  death.  He 
also  served  as  Dean  of  the  lTniversity. 

Mrs.  Henneman's  family  has  been  connected  with 
Hampden-Sydney  College  for  generations.  Her  Hubard 
grandfather  and  her  father,  her  grandfather  on  her 
mother's  side,  her  four  brothers,  J.  Richard  Edmunds 
Hubard,  '94,  Robert  Thruston  Hubard,  III,  '97,  Philip 
E.  Hubard,  '00,  and  the  Reverend  Lyttleton  E.  Hubard, 
'02,  her  two  sons,  John  Bell  Henneman,  '20,  and  Richard 
H.  Henneman,  '29,  and  a  nephew,  Robert  T.  Hubard, 
IV,  '35,  now  a  member  of  the  faculty,  all  attended 
Hampden-Sydney. 

Mrs.  Henneman  was  a  frequent  visitor  to  the  Hill  in 
her  young  days  and  was  a  resident  during  the  entire  time 
that  her  son,  Richard  H.  Henneman,  was  a  student  here. 
He  is  now  Professor  of  Psychology  at  the  University  of 
Virginia.  Her  other  son,  John  Bell  Henneman,  also 
graduated  here  and  is  now  vice  president  of  the  Hanover 
Bank  of  New  York. 

Mrs.  Henneman  was  a  most  attractive  and  highly 
cultured  woman  and  was  greatly  admired.  In  her  early 
youth  she  joined  St.  Paul's  Episcopal  Church  in  Richmond 
and  continued  her  membership  there  until  her  death. 
She  was  a  member  of  the  Colonial  Dames  of  America  in 
the  State  of  Virginia,  and  a  member  of  the  Association  for 
the  Preservation  of  Virginia  Antiquities. 

After  Dr.  Henneman's  death  Mrs.  Henneman  built 
a  home  on  a  portion  of  the  Chellowe  grant  which  had 
been  given  her  by  her  father.  Here  at  "Indian  Gap"  she 
spent  most  of  her  time  in  her  later  years. 

In  addition  to  her  sons,  Mrs.  Henneman  is  survived 
by  a  sister.  Airs.  Albert  J.  Terrell,  of  Hampden-Sydney, 
and  two  brothers,  Robert  Thruston  Hubard,  III,  of 
Buckingham,  and  the  Reverend  Lyttleton   Hubard,  a  re- 
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tired  Episcopal  minister  now  living  in  Charlottesville. 

Airs.  Henneman  was  laid  to  rest  in  the  beautiful  old 
family  cemetery  at  "Chellowe"  in  Buckingham  County, 
her  old  home,  to  which  place  so  many  of  her  kin  had 
preceded  her.

Judge  Garland  Jefferson,  '05 

This  article  entitled  "Money  Problems  Led  Judge  To 
Rule  Out  Engineering  In  Furor  of  Law  Profession" 
appeared  in  the  Richmond  News-Leader  as  a  special 
feature. 

J.  Garland  Jefferson,  Jr.,  is  a  judge  who  might  have 
been  an  engineer. 

But,  in  1906,  when  he  was  considering  engineering 
school,  it  was  a  matter  of  economics.  Then,  it  would  have 
taken  him  four  years  for  an  engineering  degree  compared 
with  two  years  for  a  law  degree.    Jefferson  chose  law. 

"I  didn't  have  money  enough  to  do  anything  else,"  the 
judge  said  in  an  interview. 

He  was  graduated  from  Hampden-Sydney  College  in 
1905,  taught  school  a  year  at  Smithfield,  Isle  of  Wight 
County,  then  went  to  the  University  of  Virginia  law 
school.  The  judge  is  descended  from  an  uncle  of  Thomas 
Jefferson,   the   university's    founder. 

The  tall,  angular  judge  with  thinning  white  hair 
yesterday  ended  almost  18  years  as  judge  of  Chesterfield 
County  Circuit  Court.  He  will  continue  as  judge  in  the 
Fourth  Circuit  (from  Powhatan  to  Dinwiddie).  His 
successor  in  Chesterfield  and  Colonial  Heights,  the  new 
Thirty-seventh  Circuit,  is  William  Old.  The  two  judges 
have  at  least  one  thing  in  common :  bachelorhood. 

A  retiring  person,  Jefferson  shuns  publicity.  Because 
of  the  occasion  yesterday,  the  judge  relaxed  a  long- 
standing "no  interview"  rule. 

While  a  new  judge  was  installed,  tributes  were  paid 
Judge  Jefferson.  Those  tributes  were  in  the  warm  hand- 
shakes and  sincere  words  of  lawyers  who  have  practiced 
before  him  in  Chesterfield,  of  former  schoolmates,  of 
police  officers,  of  county  and  city  officials. 

"Chesterfield  is  losing  him  but  we  still  have  him  in 
Powhatan,"  said  E.  Floyd  Yates,  of  Powhatan,  a  former 
delegate  from    Powhatan   and   Chesterfield  Counties. 

The  Chesterfield-Colonial  Heights  Bar  Association  also 
paid  tribute  with  a  resolution  praising  Jefferson's  "friendly 
dignity,"  his  patience  and  the  manner  in  which  he  has 
performed  ever-increasing  judicial  duties  in  Chesterfield. 

Over  Amelia  way,  where  the  judge  lives,  there  have 
been  John  Garland  Jeffersons  for  generations  since  the 
first  one,  the  judge's  great-grandfather  and  also  a  lawyer, 
migrated  from  Lunenburg  County. 

The  grandfather,  another  J.  G.  J.,  built  "Winterham," 
the  family  homeplace,  nearly  ioo  years  ago  and  near 
Amelia.  There,  his  father,  the  third  J.  G.  J.,  and  the 
judge  were  born.  His  father,  who  was  manager  of  the 
Amelia  plant  of  the  Imperial  Tobacco  Company,  died 
in  1949  at  age  91. 

The  judge  no  longer  lives  at  Winterham  but  operates  a 
dairy  farm,  his  "main  hobby,"  there. 

One  of  Jefferson's  forebears,  John  V.  Mason,  born  in 
1799.  was  a  Federal  judge,  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  Federal 


Attorney-General  and  minister  to  France.  Mason  was 
the  grandfather  of  Jefferson's  mother,  Harriet  B.  Mason 
Jefferson. 

The  judge  estimates  that  removal  of  Chesterfield  from 
the  Fourth  Circuit  will  reduce  the  circuit's  case  load  by  50 
per  cent.  Since  he  became  judge  on  April  6,  1938,  Jeffer- 
son said,  the  case  load  of  the  circuit  has  more  than 
doubled  in  cases  and   in  complicated  issues. 

Jefferson's  many  jobs  have  offered  variety.  He  served 
as  the  first  trial  justice  for  Amelia- Powhatan  from  19.54  t0 
1938,  served  as  chairman  of  the  State  Milk  Commission 
for  one  year,  as  chairman  of  the  Amelia  County  Demo- 
cratic Committee  for  many  years.  Also,  he  has  been  a 
school  board  member  and  the  president  of  two  Amelia 
banks. 

Dr.  Kendig  Appointed  to 
Richmond  Board  of  Health 

Dr.  Edwin  L.  Kendig,  Jr.,  '32,  Richmond  pediatrician, 
has  been  appointed  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  the  late 
Dr.  Emily  Gardner  on  the  Richmond,  Virginia,  City 
Board  of  Health.  He  will  serve  in  this  capacity  until 
1959. 

Dr.  Kendig  is  an  assistant  professor  of  pediatrics  at 
Medical  College  of  Virginia  and  is  director  of  the  child 
chest  clinic  there.  During  recent  months  he  has  been 
conducting  extensive  experiments  on  treatment  of  chest 
diseases.  This  study  is  one  of  thirty  similar  ones  through- 
out the  United  States,  made  to  determine  the  effectiveness 
of  the  drug  isoniaz  for  treatment  of  tuberculosis  menin-> 
gitis.  Until  recently  this  disease  has  been  a  fatal  one  to 
children  under  four  years  of  age. 

In  addition  to  his  private  practice  of  medicine,  Dr. 
Kendig's  chief  professional  interest  is  in  research  and 
teaching  in  the  diseases  of  the  chest  in  children. 

Dr.  Kendig  is  a  native  of  Victoria,  and  graduated  from 
the  University  of  Virginia  School  of  Medicine  in  1936. 
He  has  practiced  in  Richmond  for  the  past  fourteen  years. 
He  is  married  to  the  former  Miss  Emily  Barker,  of 
Appalachia.  They  have  two  daughters,  ages  fourteen  and 
seven. 

The  City  Board  of  Health  is  a  policy-making  arm  of 
City  Council  as  regards  matters  of  public  health. 


Newspaper  Award  to 
J.  Barrye  Wall,  19 

One  of  Virginia's  most  prized  newspaper  awards,  the 
W.  S.  Copeland  Memorial  Award,  was  presented  early 
this  year  to  J.  Barrye  Wall,  '19,  publisher,  and  to  The 
Farmville  Herald  for  "Journalistic  integrity  and  com- 
munity service"  during  the  past  year. 

This  coveted  plaque  is  awarded  annually  during  the 
winter  meeting  of  the  Virginia  Press  Association,  held 
this  year  at  the  Jefferson  Hotel,  Richmond,  Virginia. 

The  award  was  made  to  The  Farmville  Herald  this 
year  because  of  "its  strong,  pointed,  unequivocal  editorial 
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voice  on  such  front-line  issues  as  school  segregation,  the 
U.  S.  Supreme  Court's  decrees,  Federal  encroachments, 
and  buttressing  the  local  economic  structure."  In  ad- 
dition, the  award  recognized  :  ( i )  the  willingness  of  the 
editor-publisher  to  serve  his  community  far  beyond  the 
normal  call  of  duty,  time,  and  funds,  and  (2)  the 
complete  news  coverage  of  community  service  efforts  and 
economic  advancement  movements. 

In  its  nomination,  The  Herald  was  cited  for  its  coverage 
of  community  events,  and  continuing  to  report  and  clarify 
development  thoroughly  until  such  projects  became  a 
reality  or  were  rejected  by  the  people  of  the  community. 

Editor  Wall  was  recognized  for  "his  contributions  to 
the  Prince  Edward  County  Bicentennial,  the  planting  of 
Bicentennial  trees,  service  to  the  Farmville  Area  Develop- 
ment Corporation,  Southside  Community  Hospital,  The 
Five  County  Fair,  the  Buffalo  River  Watershed  Associ- 
ation, the  Prince  Edward  Educational  Corporation,  his 
encouragement  of  such  movements  as  the  rehabilitation  of 
men  and  women  through  Alcoholics  Anonymous  and  or- 
ganization of  the  Virginia  Defenders  of  State  Sovereignty 
and  Individual   Liberties,  and  others." 

Mr.  Wall,  a  former  president  of  the  Virginia  Press 
Association,  is  presently  active  in  formulating  development 
of  the  Virginia  Printers  Association. 

The  Farmville  Rotary  Club  presented  to  Mr.  Wall  a 
printed  and  framed  citation  "for  distinguished  service"  at 
its  meeting  in  late  February.

Letters  From  Alumni 

To  The  Record: 

I  am  surprised!  First,  I  am  surprised  at  myself  for 
writing  a  letter  to  an  editor,  since  it  is  the  first  time 
I  have  ever  done  such  a  thing. 

Second,  I  am  surprised  at  the  manner  in  which  you 
have  endorsed  The  Trumpet  Unblown,  by  William 
Hoffman   [The  Record,  January,   1956]    .  .  . 

I  think  I  know  the  Army  Medical  Service  fairly  well, 
having  spent  almost  five  years  in  the  combat  zones  during 
World  War  II  and  in  Korea,  being  continually  associated 
with  field  units,  and  I  think  I  have  a  fair  knowledge  of 
the  inner  workings  of  most  of  them.  I  knew  the  91st 
Evacuation  Hospital,  to  which  Mr.  Hoffman  was  assigned, 
only  slightly  by  personal  observation,  but  by  reputation 
I  know  it  fairly  well  .  .  . 

The  thing  that  Mr.  Hoffman  has  allowed  to  happen 
to  him  is  that  his  mind  only  saw  the  sordid  and  ugly  side 
of  people  and  of  war  and  not  that  there  is  a  fine  and 
noble  part  of  most  individuals  which  is  brought  out  in 
conflict  as  at  no  other  time. 

It  is  of  little  import  what  one  individual  would  choose 
to  retain  from  his  experience,  but  it  is  important  that  this 
individual  has  used  his  ability  to  write  in  an  effort  to 
picture  war  and  military  service  in  defense  of  his  country 
in  such  an  unsavory  light  to  the  American  public  that  it 
is  inevitable  that  the  uninitiated  who  read  his  book  will 
be  motivated  against  service  to  their  country  rather  than 
for  it.  This  was  particularly  true  of  the  manner  in 
which  he  held  the  officer  corps  to  derision  .  .  .  He  (and 
I)  can  prove  isolated  cases  to  fit  every  situation  he  depicts, 
but  it  was  not  usual  or  "normal."  I  am  sure  that  the 
author  considers  it  otherwise  .  .  . 

I  thoroughly  enjoy  The  Record,  for  it  is  a  grand 
reminder  of  people  and  things  I  knew  during  my  days 
at  Hampden-Sydney  College  in  1920-22.

The  Reverend  Thomas  L.  "Dutch"  Harnsberger  sends  us 
the  following  information  concerning  his  activities  since  his  re- 
turn from  China  in  1939:  "Returning  from  China  in  1939  we 
continued  in  the  ministry,  giving  seven  years  in  Brunswick, 
Georgia,  as  pastor  and  wife,  First  Presbyterian  Church,  and 
organized  a  new  church  on  St.  Simon's  Island.

A  new  medical  organization,  the  Richmond  Society  of  Internal 
Medicine,  was  formed  recently  in  Richmond,  Virginia,  with  Dr. 
Wyndham  B.  Blanton  as  president.  The  group  is  composed  of 
approximately  ninety  internists  in  the  Richmond  area.  The 
group  plans  to  meet  three  times  yearly. 

1911 

Much  of  the  credit  for  restoration  of  the  cut  in  dark-fired 
tobacco  for  1956  is  given  to  J.  William  Dunnington,  president  of 
Dunnington  Tobacco  Company,  Farmville,  Virginia,  in  an  article 
appearing  in  Tobacco  magazine,  a  leading  trade  journal  in  the 
tobacco  industry.  The  weekly  trade  journal  is  published  in 
New  York,  and  the  article  reviews  the  Washington  conferences 
between  USDA  officials,  Virginia  dealers,  and  Congressman 
Watkins  M.  Abbitt.  These  talks  preceded  the  action  in  Congress 
in  early  February  which  gave  back  the  fifteen  per  cent  cut 
ordered  last  December. 

The  article  concludes:  "The  raisers  and  handlers  of  dark 
tobacco  are  indebted  to  Mr.  Dunnington  for  having  presented 
in  an  able  way  the  causes  for  not  making  the  cut."  Mr.  Dunning- 
ton's  years  as  a  buyer,  processor,  and  exporter  have  enabled 
him  to  speak  with  authority  on  the  subject  of  tobacco. 

1912 

The  following  quote  is  from  an  article  entitled  "Legislator  in 
the  News"  which  appeared  in  early  February  in  the  Richmond 
News-Leader:  "State  Senator  Harry  C.  Stuart  has  forged  into  the 
legislative  limelight  for  his  leadership  in  the  Virginia  interposition 
movement.  The  lawmaker  from  the  hills  of  Russell  County  in 
Southwest  Virginia  also:  is  a  great-nephew  of  Confederate 
General  J.  E.  B.  Stuart;  operates  the  largest  cattle  farm  in 
Virginia;  was  a  hero  in  a  Richmond  hotel  fire  in  1944  in  which 
six  persons  died;  is  strong-willed,  refusing  in  1948  to  bolt  the 
Democratic  part}'  to  support  the  Dixicrat  cause,  and  in  1952 
remained  loyally  in  the  party  camp  backing  Adlai  Stevenson." 

On  the  State  level,  Stuart  is  an  organization  Democrat — 
usually.  But  in  1944  he  resigned  from  the  Senate  Finance 
Committee  to  vote  for  the  Minter  amendment  to  increase 
appropriations  for  teacher  pay.  In  1954  he  sided  with  the 
Young  Turks  who  revolted  against  the  Stanley  administration's 
stand  against  using  surplus  income  for  additional  State  needs. 

1914 

Colonel  John  C.  Moore  resigned  on  January  1  as  superin- 
tendent of  Fishburne  Military  School  in  Waynesboro,  Virginia. 
He  had  been  superintendent  since  1952.  Colonel  E.  P.  Childs 
succeeded  him. 

Dr.  Ernest  Trice  Thompson,  Professor  of  Church  History, 
Union  Theological  Seminary,  is  one  of  the  co-authors  of  "Church 
and  Campus,"  the  book  released  early  this  year  by  John  Knox 
Press.  In  the  chapter  on  the  changing  South,  he  writes:  "The 
most  important  population  movement  in  America  is  from  the 


cities  into  the  adjoining  areas.  These  people  generally  speaking 
have  a  Protestant  heritage  .  .  .  The  wisdom  displayed  by  minister 
and  laymen  in  adapting  old  churches  or  establishing  new  ones 
to  serve  the  religious  needs  of  this  population  will  greatly  in- 
fluence the  course  of  Protestantism  for  the  next  fifty  years  . . ." 


1915 

Benjamin  W.  Venable,  a  retired  Army  colonel,  was  appointed 
administrative  supervisor  of  the  Air  Defense  Filter  Center  in 
Charleston,  West  Virginia,  in  late  December. 


1916 

Dr.  Denison  Maurice  Allan,  Professor  of  Philosophy  and  Ps}'- 
chology,  is  one  of  the  co-authors  of  the  book  "Church  and 
Campus"  which  is  being  widely  circulated  throughout  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.  during  this  year  of  special  emphasis 
on  Christian  Higher  Education.  In  one  of  the  chapters  Dr. 
Allan  has  this  to  say:  "Christian  higher  education  .  .  .  must  bear 
much  of  the  responsibility  to  make  the  vision  of  a  totally  dedi- 
cated life-service  both  appealing  and  challenging  to  college  young 
people.  At  least  a  third  of  them  have  not  found  a  worth-while 
goal.  A  majority  have  not  begun  to  think  seriously  of  their 
Christian  vocation  as  students.  For  being  a  student  is  just  as 
truly  a  divine  calling  as  being  a  lawyer,  physician,  or  teacher. 
The  young  person  who  has  really  understood  his  Christian  voca- 
tion as  a  student  will  not  be  one-sided  ..." 


1919 

Changes  in  administration  involving  three  top  posts  in  the 
Emory  University  School  of  Medicine  took  place  in  late  January. 
Dr.  R.  Hugh  Wood,  for  the  past  ten  years  dean  of  the  medical 
school  and  director  of  the  Emory  University  clinic,  will  devote 
full  time  to  his  work  as  clinic  director.  He  will  be  in  charge  of  the 
expanded  medical  and  surgical  services  of  the  clinic. 

Dr.  Wood  has  been  connected  with  Emory  since  1924,  rising 
from  instructor  to  dean.  He  is  a  former  president  of  the  Fulton 
County  Medical  Society,  and  a  Fellow  of  the  American  College 
of  Physicians  and  of  the  American  Medical  Association.  "The 
contributions  made  by  Dr.  Wood  cannot  be  ennumerated, "  was 
the  comment  of  one  of  his  associates.  "As  a  full  time  clinic 
director  Dr.  Wood  will  continue  to  play  an  important  role  in  the 
development  of  Emory  as  the  heart  of  a  medical  center  in  Atlanta 
comparable  to  the  best  in  the  Nation. "

been  elected  as  one  of  the  directors  of  the  Virginia  State  Printers 
Association. 


1926

NECROLOGY 

CHILES.  Henry  Chiles,  Crozet,  Virginia,  died  at  his  home  on 
Friday,  January  6,  1956. 

Although  not  an  alumnus  of  Hampden-Sydney,  Mr.  Chiles  was 
active  in  the  Parents  and  Friends  of  Hampden-Sydney  organiza- 
tion and  for  a  time  served  on  the  executive  committee  of  this 
group. 

Mr.  Chiles  was  an  active  leader  in  the  political  and  civic  circles 
of  Albemarle  County  and  held  important  offices  in  many  organi- 
zations throughout  that  area.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Tabor 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Crozet.  It  was  here  that  funeral  services 
were  held.    Burial  was  in  Rock  Gate  Cemetery. 

Survivors  include  his  wife,  the  former  Miss  Virginia  Montague, 
of  Norfolk;  a  daughter,  Mrs.  Thomas  Keith,  of  Ivy;  a  son, 
Henry  M.  Chiles,  of  Crozet,  and  a  sister,  Mrs.  Ellen  Chiles 
Pickett,  of  Crozet. 

DUCKWALL.  Dr.  Fred  M.  Duckwall,  '25,  died  on  Tuesday, 
September  27,  1955,  in  Kingsport,  Tennessee.  He  was  stricken 
while  in  the  surgical  department  of  the  Holston  Valley  Com- 
munity Hospital,  where  he  served  as  president  of  the  staff. 
Death  was  attributed  to  an  attack  of  coronary  thrombosis. 

A  native  of  Berkeley  Springs,  West  Virginia,  Dr.  Duckwall  was 
the  son  of  the  late  John  M.  and  Carrie  Moomau  Duckwall.  His 
father  was  a  Presbyterian  minister.  He  graduated  from  the 
University  of  Maryland  Medical  College  in  the  class  of  '28,  and 
received  his  surgical  training  at  Baltimore  City  Hospital. 

Dr.  Duckwall  had  made  his  home  in  Kingsport  since  1933, 
except  for  a  brief  time  during  that  year  and  the  following.  When 
the  Holston  Valley  Community  Hospital  opened  in  1935,  he 
returned  to  Kingsport  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  serving 
his  second  term  as  president  of  the  hospital  staff.  One  of  the  most 
active  surgeons  in  the  hospital,  he  specialized  in  general  surgery 
and  had  served  as  chairman  of  the  department  of  surgery  for  a 
time.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Sullivan-Johnson  Medical  As- 
sociation, the  American  Medical  Association,  the  Tennessee 
Medical  Society  and  the  Southern  Medical  Association. 

A  leader  in  civic  affairs,  Dr.  Duckwall  was  a  director  of  the 
Kingsport  National  Bank,  was  president  of  the  Medical  Arts 
Building,  Incorporated,  and  had  extensive  real  estate  holdings  in 
the  city.  He  had  always  kept  his  membership  in  Duckwall's 
Presbyterian  Chapel,  Berkeley  Springs,  West  Virginia,  the  ground 


for  this  chapel  having  been  donated  by  his  family.  Dr.  Duckwall 
was  in  the  Army  Reserves  for  some  time  and  in  1940  entered  the 
Regular  Army  where  he  served  for  a  short  time  until  discharged 
due  to  the  critical  shortage  of  doctors  in  civilian  life. 

Survivors  include  his  widow,  Mrs.  Mary  Pinkston  Duckwall; 
two  sons,  Thomas  Duckwall  and  William  Duckwall;  three 
sisters,  Mr.  J.  Hoge  Smith,  Darien,  Georgia,  Mrs.  Maxwell 
Wachter  and  Miss  Margaret  Duckwall,  Berkeley  Springs,  West 
Virginia  and  two  brothers,  the  Reverend  John  Duckwall,  '20,  and 
the  Reverend  Joseph  S.  Duckwall,  '20,  both  of  Winchester, 
Virginia. 

Funeral  services  were  held  at  the  First  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Kingsport.  Burial  was  in  Oak  Hill  Cemetery.  Doctors  of  the 
staff  of  the  Holston  Valley  Community  Hospital  and  the  hos- 
pital's executive  board  members  served  as  honorary  pallbearers. 

FRIEND.  Charles  Henderson  Friend,  '86,  died  at  his  home  in 
Drakes  Branch,  Virginia,  on  March  2,  1956.  He  was  eighty- 
nine  years  old. 

Funeral  services  were  held  at  the  Drakes  Branch  Presbyterian 
Church,  with  burial  in  the  Mt.  Horeb  Presbyterian  Church 
cemetery  at  Grottoes,  Virginia. 

Born  in  Charlotte  County,  July  6,  1866,  Mr.  Friend  was  the 
son  of  the  late  Robert  Norton  and  Betty  Jane  Henderson  Friend. 
He  taught  several  years  in  Charlotte  County  before  going  to 
South  Boston  in  1903  to  become  principal  of  the  lone  public 
school  there.  He  devoted  the  remainder  of  his  career  to  the 
development  of  the  South  Boston  and  Halifax  school  systems,  as 
teacher,  principal,  and  superintendent. 

In  recognition  of  the  contribution  Mr.  Friend  made  to  the 
educational  life  of  South  Boston,  the  new  school  building  erected 
in  1938-39  was  named  the  Charles  Henderson  Friend  High 
School  Building.  At  that  time  the  following  words  of  appreci- 
ation were  given:  "...  His  life  personifies  the  ideals  so  im- 
portant and  so  fundamental — honesty,  tolerance,  truth,  justice, 
reverence,  sobriety,  piety,  and  respect  for  discipline,  work,  law 
and  order  .  .  .  With  a  physical  plant  unexcelled  in  the  state, 
and  faculty  second  to  none,  the  C.  H.  Friend  High  School 
promises  to  make  a  significant  contribution  to  the  complete 
development  of  youth." 

In  1933  Mr.  Friend  was  the  recipient  of  the  Algernon  Sydney 
Sullivan  Medallion,  awarded  by  the  college  for  outstanding 
service.  In  making  the  presentation,  the  late  Dr.  J.  D.  Eggleston 
said,  "If  there  is  anyone  entitled  to  be  honored  on  account  of 
faithful  and  constructive  service,  coupled  with  character  above 
reproach,  I  know  of  no  one  who  could  more  fittingly  be  con- 
sidered .  .  .  Truly  a  life  well  lived  and  well  worth  while;  a  service 
that  can  be  rendered  in  any  field  of  endeavor." 

Mr.  Friend's  service  to  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  South 
Boston  was  cited  by  the  session  of  that  church  in  special  cere- 
monies.   In  all  walks  of  life,  he  was  found  faithful. 

Mr.  Friend  was  twice  married,  first  to  Lelia  Bromley,  of  near 
Waynesboro,  Virginia,  later  to  Martha  Stratton,  who  survives. 
Other  survivors  are  a  brother,  Joe  G.  Friend,  two  sisters,  Miss 
Susie  and  Miss  Eliza  H.  Friend,  all  of  Drakes  Branch. 

GRAHAM.  Dr.  Charles  Fox  Graham,  '12,  Wytheville,  Virginia, 
physician,  was  killed  almost  instantly  on  February  23,  1956, 
when  the  car  he  was  driving  was  hit  at  a  railroad  crossing  by 
a  Norfolk  and  Western  train.    He  was  sixty-five  years  old. 

Dr.  Graham  was  the  only  son  of  Dr.  John  T.  Graham,  '87, 
and  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Fox  Graham.  He  was  born  March  19,  1891, 
in  Wytheville.  He  married  the  former  Miss  Louise  Pollard  of 
Richmond.  Dr.  Graham  received  his  M.D.  at  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia  in  1914. 

During  World  War  I  Dr.  Graham  served  as  a  doctor  in  the 
United  States  Navy.  He  returned  to  Wytheville  where  he 
practiced  medicine  until  his  death.  Known  affectionately  as 
"Dr.  Charlie"  by  citizens  of  that  entire  area,  he  answered  day 
and  night  calls  for  a  period  of  thirty-eight  years. 

Dr.  Graham  was  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  and 
at  the  time  of  his  death  was  an  elder.  He  was  a  Mason  and 
widely  known  in  Masonic  circles.  He  belonged  to  the  Wythe 
County  Post  9  of  the  American  Legion.  For  a  time  he  was 
president  of  the  Medical  Society  of  Southwest  Virginia. 

Funeral  services  were  conducted  from  his  home  with  burial

IRVING.  Joseph  Kincaid  Irving,  '05,  died  at  his  home  in 
Amelia,  Virginia,  on  Friday,  February  17,  1956.  He  was  seventy- 
five  years  old. 

Mr.  Irving  was  born  in  1880  at  Woodland,  the  son  of  Dr. 
Charles  Robert  Irving,  Sr.,  and  Mrs.  Ann  M.  Archer  Irving.  His 
father,  a  practicing  physician  of  Amelia  County,  had  a  distin- 
guished career  as  an  officer  in  the  Confederate  Army.  Following 
his  work  at  Hampden-Sydney,  Mr.  Irving  was  graduated  from 
the  School  of  Law  at  the  University  of  Virginia.  He  also  received 
the  M.A.  degree  at  the  University.  After  a  brief  practice,  he  ran 
successfully  for  Amelia  county  treasurer  and  had  served  in  that 
office  without  interruption  since  1916.  Last  November  he  had 
been  elected  to  a  four-year  term.  He  was  prominent  in  Demo- 
cratic Party  councils  in  his  county  and  in  the  state. 

Mr.  Irving  was  a  member  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta  and  Lambda 
Pi  fraternities.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Amelia  Masonic  Lodge 
and  the  Amelia  County  Ruritan  Club. 

Survivors  are  two  sisters,  Mrs.  Ann  M.  Evans,  of  Amelia, 
Miss  Jane  E.  Irving,  of  Amelia  and  Blackstone;  a  step-daughter, 
Mrs.  Reginald  H.  Potts,  Jr.,  of  Durham,  North  Carolina;  a 
niece,  a  nephew,  and  two  great  nephews. 

MILLER.  Robert  Morton  Miller,  '39,  South  Boston,  Virginia, 
died  in  the  University  of  Virginia  Hospital  in  Charlottesville  on 
February  12,  1956.  He  was  thirty-eight  years  old  and  had  been 
ill  since  late  December. 

A  native  of  Culpeper,  Mr.  Miller  had  opened  the  Morton 
Miller  Insurance  Agency  in  South  Boston  last  year.  Prior  to 
that  time  he  was  connected  with  the  Internal  Revenue  Service 
and  for  fifteen  years  had  his  headquarters  in  Fredericksburg.

Funeral  services  were  held  at  the  First  Presbyterian  Church, 
with  burial  in  Oak  Ridge  Cemetery  in  South  Boston. 

NOBLIN.  William  Chandler  Noblin,  '37,  died  at  his  home  in 
Radford,  Virginia  on  Sunday,  January  29,  1956.  Death  was 
attributed  to  a  heart  attack.   He  was  forty  years  old. 

Mr.  Noblin  was  born  in  Radford  on  July  24,  1915,  the  son 
of  Mrs.  Josephine  K.  Noblin  and  the  late  Dr.  J.  A.  Noblin.  He 
first  started  work  for  Hercules  Powder  Company  in  1940.  He 
later  became  Supervisor  of  Salary  Payroll  for  the  company,  and 
at  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  methods  analyist  in  the  ac- 
counting department  of  the  Hercules  Powder  Company  at  the 
Radford  Arsenal. 

Funeral  services  were  conducted  from  the  First  Presby- 
terian Church,  of  which  he  was  a  member. 

Survivors  are  his  wife,  the  former  Miss  Margaret  Vest;  one 
daughter,  Margaret  Chandler,  11;  his  mother,  of  Huntington, 
West  Virginia;  one  sister,  Mrs.  Don  Porter  of  Salem;  and  one 
brother,  Dr.  Stuart  Noblin  of  Raleigh,  North  Carolina. 

OTT.  Edwin  Le  Van  Ott,  '25,  died  at  his  home  near  Fishers- 
ville,  Virginia  on  June  6,  1955. 

Mr.  Ott  was  born  May  17,  1903,  in  Augusta  County,  Vir- 
ginia. After  securing  his  elementary  education  in  his  home 
community  near  Fishersville,  he  completed  his  high  school  work 
at  Augusta  Military  Academy,  Ft.  Defiance,  Virginia.  Upon 
graduation  from  Hampden-Sydney,  Mr.  Ott  became  a  teacher 
at  Augusta  Military  Academy,  where  he  taught  for  two  years. 


He  then  became  an  instructor  and  athletic  coach  at  Bluefield 
College,  but  in  1929  returned  to  Augusta  Military  Academy 
for  a  second  tour  of  duty.  In  1931  he  returned  home  to  join  his 
father  in  managing  the  farm. 

He  became  interested  in  reading  law,  later  entered  the  law 
school  at  Cumberland  University,  Lebanon,  Tennessee,  and  in 
1940  earned  his  law  degree  there.  Due  to  ill  health  he  did  not 
enter  the  practice  of  law  but  returned  to  the  farm,  where  he 
continued  dairy  farming  until  his  death. 

Mr.  Ott's  first  wife  was  the  former  Miss  Virginia  Paul  who 
died  in  November,  1926,  leaving  a  small  daughter,  Betty,  now 
Mrs.  H.  D.  Smallwood  of  Charlottesville,  Virginia.  On  June 
1,  1929  he  married  Miss  Elizabeth  Gaines  of  Roanoke,  who 
survives.     Also  surviving  is  a  son,  James  Martin  Ott. 

While  in  college,  Mr.  Ott  was  a  member  of  the  varsity  foot- 
ball squad  1921-23,  the  varsity  football  team  1924,  the  track 
team  for  three  years,  and  the  varsity  baseball  team  for  four 
years.   He  was  the  winner  of  the  Dudley  Baseball  Cup  in  1924. 

SHACKELFORD.  Dr.  John  Armstrong  Shackelford,  '16,  died 
in  a  Baltimore  hospital  on  Saturday,  February  4,  1956.  He  was 
sixty-one  years  old. 

Dr.  Shackelford  spent  four  years  at  Hampden-Sydney  and 
was  active  in  sports.  He  served  as  captain  of  the  football  team. 
He  went  to  Johns  Hopkins  University  for  his  medical  training. 
He  later  was  associated  with  his  father  in  the  practice  of  medicine 
at  Shackelford's  Hospital,  in  Martinsville,  which  was  operated 
until  the  opening  of  the  Martinsville  General  Hospital  in  1947. 

Dr.  Shackelford  was  Dean  of  the  Patrick  Henry  Medical 
Society,  serving  that  organization  several  years  as  president. 
Ill  health  caused  his  retirement  from  active  medical  practice 
several  years  ago.  Until  his  death  he  remained  a  loyal  and 
generous  supporter  of  the  college. 

Outstanding  in  civic  affairs,  Dr.  Shackelford  was  a  director 
of  Bassett  Furniture  Industries,  Inc.,  and  the  First  National 
Bank  of  Martinsville.  He  was  a  charter  member  of  the  Martins- 
ville Rotary  Club,  a  member  of  Anderson  Memorial  Presby- 
terian Church,  a  Mason  and  Pythian. 

Surviving  are  his  wife,  Mrs.  Margaret  Spencer  Shackelford, 
and  four  daughters,  Mrs.  Bates  Tom,  Jr.,  of  Baltimore;  Mrs. 
Brooks  Leavitt  and  Miss  Mary  W.  Shackelford,  of  Martinsville, 
and  Mrs.  Robert  Chapman,  of  Spartanburg,  South  Carolina. 

Funeral  services  were  held  at  Anderson  Memorial  Presby- 
terian Church  with  burial  in  Oakwood  Cemetery. 

STOKES.  James  Jackson  Stokes,  '54,  died  on  Wednesday, 
March  7,  1956,  in  Sanford,  Florida.  He  was  drowned  while  water 
skiing  near  the  Naval  Air  Station  to  which  he  was  assigned.  The 
news  of  this  tragic  accident  came  as  a  severe  shock  to  the  college 
and  campus,  as  well  as  to  the  host  of  friends  elsewhere. 

Seldom  has  there  been  a  student  so  universally  known  and 
beloved.  His  fellow  students  elevated  him  to  numerous  positions 
of  honor,  and  he  was  equally  admired  by  the  residents  of  the  Hill 
who  came  to  know  him  during  his  four  years  on  the  campus. 
His  death  came  while  the  influence  of  his  life  was  still  felt  on  the 
Hill,  and  the  history  of  the  college  campus  life  during  the  years 
1951-1954  could  not  be  written  without  frequent  references  to 
the  name  of  James  Jackson  Stokes. 

Mr.  Stokes  was  the  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Edward  Garland 
Stokes,  '04,  of  Kenbridge.  Following  his  four  years  at  Hampden- 
Sydney,  he  entered  the  Navy,  and  received  his  commission  as  an 
ensign  at  Newport,  Rhode  Island,  in  December  1954.  He  was 
assigned  to  the  Naval  Air  Station  in  Sanford,  following  a  period 
spent  at  the  Photographic  Interpretation  School  in  Washington. 
In  May,  1955,  he  was  married  to  Miss  Ann  Elizabeth  Coiner,  of 
Kenbridge. 

In  his  freshman  year,  Jimmy  was  elected  to  the  Student 
Council,  and  subsequently  was  a  member  of  the  Student  As- 
sembly. He  served  as  secretary-treasurer  of  the  Student  Christian 
Association  in  his  junior  year  and  was  a  member  of  the  Glee  Club 
his  first  three  years.  He  played  football  all  four  years,  and  in  his 
senior  year  was  co-captain  of  the  team.  He  was  active  in  the 
German  Club,  serving  for  a  time  as  vice  president  and  also  as 
assistant  business  manager. 

During  his  senior  year  Jimmy  was  president  of  the  Student 
Body,  was  president  of  the  Kappa  Alpha  social  fraternity,  was 
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active  in  Omicron  Delta  Kappa  leadership  fraternity,  Chi  Beta 
Phi,  honorary  scientific  fraternity,  and  in  Eta  Sigma  Phi,  honor- 
ary classical  fraternity.  At  the  end  of  his  senior  year  he  was 
elected  to  Phi  Beta  Kappa,  honorary  scholastic  fraternity.  He 
was  also  chosen  to  membership  in  Who's  Who  Among  Students 
in  American  Colleges  and  Universities  and  was  presented  the 
Kappa  Alpha  Outstanding  Undergraduate  Award. 

Funeral  services  were  conducted  in  Kenbridge  on  Saturday, 
March  10,  with  burial  in  the  Kenbridge  cemetery.  The  presence 
of  a  host  of  friends  testified  to  the  esteem  in  which  he  was  held. 

Surviving  are  his  wife,  Mrs.  Ann  Coiner  Stokes;  his  parents, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Edward  Garland  Stokes,  of  Kenbridge  and  three 
sisters,  Mrs.  Samuel  Preston  Hart  of  Abingdon,  Virginia,  Mrs. 
Irvin  Raine  Richardson,  Jr.,  of  Danville,  and  Miss  Judith 
Friend  Stokes,  of  Kenbridge. 

THOMPSON.  Mrs.  Jimmie  Graves  Thompson,  wife  of  the  late 
Dr.  Ernest  Thompson,  for  fifteen  years  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  Hampden-Sydney  College,  died  at  her  home  in 
Charleston,  West  Virginia,  on  January  21,  1956.  Death  was 
attributed  to  a  heart  attack. 

Mrs.  Thompson  was  born  in  1869  in  Hopkinsville,  Kentucky, 
and  educated  at  Drury  College,  Springfield,  Missouri.  Since 
1902  she  had  been  a  resident  of  Charleston,  West  Virginia 
where  she,  with  her  husband,  ministered  in  the  First  Presby- 
terian Church.  She  was  the  organizer  and  first  president  of  the 
West  Virginia  Synodical,  a  past  president  of  the  West  Virginia 
Division,  United  Daughters  of  the  Confederacy,  and  in  the 
earlier  days  of  Charleston's  history  took  leadership  in  many 
welfare  and  civic  enterprises. 

Mrs.  Thompson  was  a  frequent  visitor  on  the  Hill  and  en- 
joyed participation  in  college  and  community  affairs.  Her  in- 
terest stemmed  from  the  time  of  her  first  visit  to  the  campus 
forty-seven  years  ago  when  her  first  son  entered  the  college. 

Survivors   are   four    sons:   Allison   Garnett    Thompson,    '12, 


Dr.  Ernest  Trice  Thompson,  '14,  Dr.  Hugh  Graves  Thompson, 
'16,  and  Dr.  Graves  Haydon  Thompson,  '27,  now  a  member  of 
the  faculty;  three  sisters,  seven  grandchildren,  and  two  great- 
grandchildren. 

VASS.  Fitzhugh  Hamilton  Vass,  '12,  died  on  August  23,  1955, 
in  Danville,  Virginia.  He  had  been  in  declining  health  for  two 
years  prior  to  his  death.    He  was  sixty-three  years  old. 

Mr.  Vass  was  born  in  Danville  on  September  9,  1891,  a  son 
of  the  late  Henry  Fitzhugh  Vass  and  Mrs.  Minnie  Frances  Vass. 
He  received  his  early  education  in  the  public  schools  and  later 
attended  both  Danville  Military  Institute  and  Hampden- 
Sydney. 

Affectionately  known  as  "Hut"  to  his  associates,  Mr.  Vass 
took  over  the  hardward  concern  of  Vass-Mobley  when  a  young 
man  and  operated  it  until  his  death.  He  was  a  lifelong  com- 
municant of  the  Church  of  the  Epiphany  and  served  several 
terms  as  a  member  of  the  vestry,  as  did  his  father  before  him. 
He  was  also  a  member  of  the  Kiwanis  Club  and  the  Danville 
Golf  Club. 

Outstanding  in  civic  work,  Mr.  Vass  served  on  the  City 
Council  during  the  1930's  and  served  as  a  member  of  the 
finance  committee.  Later  he  became  a  member  of  the  City 
Planning  Board  and  served  as  its  chairman  for  several  years. 
He  was  interested  in  the  future  use  of  urban  lands  and  was  a 
promoter  of  Danville's  rehousing  and  slum  clearance  scheme. 
During  the  First  World  War  he  volunteered  for  service  and 
was  commissioned  officer  in  Battery  "E"  in  France.  He  was  an 
executive  of  the  co-ordinated  city  defense  system  in  World 
War  II  and  was  in  charge  of  the  control  center  during  practice 
alerts. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Mrs.  Mary  Jackson  Vass;  a  son, 
F.  Hamilton  Vass,  Jr.;  and  two  sisters,  Mrs.  Thomas  M.  Myers 
of  Washington,  D.  C,  and  Mrs.  Frank  McFall  of  Danville. 

Graveside  services  were  held  in  Greenhill  Cemetery.

Hickey  Leaves  Valley  - 

Thalman  Appointed 

His  Successor 

After  a  stay  of  five  years  at  Hampden-Sydney  as  head 
football  coach,  the  last  four  of  which  he  acted  as  athletic 
director,  Coach  Jim  Hickey  has  left  the  Valley  to  join 
the  football  staff  of  Coach  Jim  Tatum  at  the  University 
of  North  Carolina. 

Hickey 's  resignation,  which  became  effective  March 
ist,  came  as  no  surprise  to  his  many  friends  who  knew 
that  sooner  or  later  he  would  be  asked  to  join  the  staff

of  a  larger  school.  His  record  at  Hampden-Sydney  during 
the  seasons  '5 1-'"55,  27  wins,  11  losses,  and  4  ties,  left 
little  to  be  desired.  His  five  teams  never  had  a  losing 
season,  and  his  1954  and  1955  teams,  considered  by  many 
to  be  the  finest  in  Hampden-Sydney's  history,  won  12 
straight  before  losing  to  Randolph-Macon  7-6  near  the 
end  of  the  '55  campaign. 

His  teams  of  1953  and  1954  were  Mason-Dixon  Cham- 
pions while  his  '55  club  missed  the  championship  only 
by  the  loss  to  the  Yellow  Jackets.  Twice  during  his 
reign  the  Bengals  figured  in  the  Little  Eight  Champion- 
ship, and  two  of  his  outstanding  players  gained  Little 
AIl-American  acclaim. 

Hickey  came  to  Hampden-Sydney  in  1 95 1  after  coach- 
ing for  a  number  of  years  at  Richmond's  John  Marshall 
High  School.  In  1952  he  was  named  to  replace  Coach 
George  S.  Proctor  as  athletic  director  when  the  latter 
resigned  to  enter  private  business.  Hickey's  abilities  as  an 
administrator  can  be  seen  from  the  great  increase  of 
interest  in  Hampden-Sydney  athletics  and  the  many 
strides  which  the  athletic  department  made  under  his 
guidance. 


Lpon  his  resignation  Coach  Hickey  highly  recom- 
mended that  his  number  one  assistant,  Bob  Thalman,  be 
named  as  head  football  coach  to  succeed  him.  He  praised 
Thalman  for  his  fine  work  as  an  assistant  during  his 
three  years  at  Death  Valley.  The  athletic  council  met 
in  mid-February,  followed  Hickey's  recommendation,  and 
unanimously  named  Thalman  to  the  vacated  post. 

Thalman,  married  and  the  father  of  three  children, 
joined  Hickey  at  Death  Valley  in  1953  after  coaching 
at  Norfolk's  Norview  High  School  and  Benedictine  High 
School  in  Richmond.  A  1948  graduate  of  the  University 
of  Richmond,  where  he  was  a  standout  performer  in  foot- 
ball, Thalman  has  also  played  professional  football  with 
the  old  Richmond  Rebels  and  for  one  summer  coached 
in  the  professional  ranks  at  Hamilton,  Ontario,  Canada. 

During  his  first  two  years  at  Hampden-Sydney,  Thai- 
man  was  backfield  coach  of  the  Tigers,  but  last  season 
was  switched  to  the  line.  In  both  departments  he 
turned  out  outstanding  material,  and  had  a  good  deal  to 
do  with  the  Tigers'  success  over  the  past  three  years. 

In  addition  to  his  football  duties,  Thalman  has  handled 
the  track  and  cross-country  teams  in  addition  to  coaching 
junior  varsity  basketball.  His  track  teams  have  enjoyed 
great  success  under  his  tutelage,  and  although  he  started 
with  boys  of  little  or  no  track  experience,  he  has  built  a 
team  which  for  the  past  two  seasons  has  ranked  high  in 
the  Little  Eight  and   Mason-Dixon  Conferences. 

A  33-year-old  native  of  Wheeling,  West  Virginia, 
Coach  Thalman  realizes  that  he  has  a  big  job  before  him. 
When  appointed  to  the  football  post,  Thalman  commented 
"I  sincerely  appreciate  the  confidence  that  the  college  has 
placed  in  me.  Coach  Hickey  has  left  me  with  big  shoes 
to  fill,  but  I  will  do  my  utmost  to  continue  to  give 
Hampden-Sydney  the  type  of  football  which  it  has  had  in 
the  past." 

Cats  Enjoy  Successful 
Cage  Season 

Hampden-Sydney's  cage  squad  completed  their  regular 
season  in  late  February  in  racehorse  fashion,  winning  six 
of  their  last  eight  encounters  for  an  impressive  record  of 
14  wins  against  TO  losses,  and  advanced  in  early  March 
to  the  Mason-Dixon  tournament  in  Washington  where 
they  were  the  number   four  seeded   team. 

The  Bengals,  under  the  guidance  of  Coach  Weenie 
Miller  for  the  first  time,  played  one  of  their  toughest 
schedules  in  years,  and  left  their  mark  more  than  once 
as  they  pulled  upsets  around  the  state. 

One  win  against  four  losses  was  as  good  as  the  Bengals 
could  do  in  their  first  five  encounters  as  they  downed 
Lynchburg  and  succumbed  to  Richmond,  Virginia, 
William  &  Mary,  and  Virginia  Military.  But  even  in 
their  encounters  with  the  Big  Six  schools  they  made  good 
account  of  themselves  and  at  times  showed  flashes  of 
brilliance. 

Then  the  experience  gained  in  games  with  Big  Six 
opposition  began  to  show  as  the  Tigers  handily  downed 
seven  of  their  next  nine  opponents.   The  only  losses  during 
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this  string  of  prosperity  came  at  the  hands  of  Mount  St. 
Mary's  and  arch-rival  Randolph-Macon,  while  wins,  two 
of  them  upsets  over  Roanoke  and  YMI,  came  at  the  hands 
of  Norfolk  Division,  Rridgewater,  Western  Maryland, 
Medical  College,  and   Richmond   Professional. 

In  early  February  the  Tigers  dropped  two  straight  to 
conference  champion  Loyola  and  to  American  University, 
but  then  did  an  about-face  and  embarked  on  the  afore- 
mentioned six  for  eight  win  streak  which  threw  them 
into  a  tie  for  4th  place  with  American  U.  in  the  confer- 
ence rankings  at  the  season's  end.  Victories  were  over 
Johns  Hopkins,  Lynchburg,  Randolph-Macon,  Bridge- 
water,  Norfolk  Division  and  Richmond  Professional. 
Losses  came  at  the  hands  of  Emory  and  Henry  and  revenge 
seeking  Roanoke. 

After  being  awarded  the  fourth  seeded  position  in  the 
annual  Mason-Dixon  tournament  on  the  flip  of  a  coin 
with  American  U.  (both  teams  had  8-5  records  in  con- 
ference play),  the  Bengals  headed  for  Washington  where 
they  put  on  a  scoring  spree  in  their  first  round  game  to 
down  Catholic  University,  on  the  latter's  home  floor, 
106  to  96.  The  106  points  amassed  by  the  Tigers,  paced 
by  6'  6"  forward  Ted  Shepherd,  who  had  29,  is  a  new 
school  record  for  total  team  points. 

The  Bengals  took  on  Loyola  of  Baltimore  in  the 
semi-finals  of  the  tournament,  but  found  the  going  tough 
against  the  Greyhounds.  Although  the  Tigers  made  a 
game  stand  in  the  second  half,  which  saw  them  just  about 
match  the  Greyhounds  basket-for-basket,  a  first  half  cold 
spell  which  saw  the  Presbyterians  fall  behind  by  29 
points  was  too  much  to  overcome,  and  they  ended  the 
game  on  the  short  end  of  a  101-68  score. 

The  Tigers  weren't  considered  any  world  beaters  at  the 
beginning  of  the  season,  but  behind  the  scoring  of  Russ 
Holcomb,  6'  6"  center,  forwards  Warren  Carter  and  Ted 
Shepherd  and  guards  Doug  Joyce  and  Captain  Chuck 
Mottley  they  provided  Tiger  fans  with  plenty  to  talk 
about. 

Holcomb  paced  the  Bengals  in  the  scoring  department 
tossing  in  378  points  in  the  regular  season.  Following 
Holcomb  were  Carter  with  278,  Joyce  with  254,  Mottley 
with  248,  and  Shepherd  with  204. 

Coach  Miller  credited  his  reserves  with  being  a  big 
asset  to  the  Bengals  this  season.  Forwards  John  Richards 
and  Horseley  Putt,  along  with  center  Phil  Key  and 
guard  Bob  Humphreys,  all  saw  a  lot  of  action  as  the 
Bengals  posted  their  14-IO  mark. 

The  Tigers  look  forward  to  next  season  with  great 
anticipation,  and  they  have  good  reason.

Spring  Sports  In  Brief 

Coach  Weenie  Miller's  baseball  hopefuls  reported  for 
practice  in  early  March  in  preparation  for  a  21-game  slate 
which  is  scheduled  to  get  under  way  against  the  University 
oi  Delaware  on  March  28th  at  Hampden-Sydney.  Dela- 
ware joins  Harvard  and  Virginia  Military  Institute  as 
teams  who  have  been  added  since  last  season. 

As  practice  started,  with  some  25  hopefuls  reporting, 
Miller  went  about  the  task  of  developing  more  pitching, 
and  finding  a  catcher  and  a  first  baseman.  The  mound 
staff,  which  has  only  one  starting  hurler  back  from  last 
year  in  Ed  Siersema,  seems  to  be  the  big  problem,  and 
it  Miller  can  come  up  with  more  strength  here,  then  he 
could  have  a  fine  club.  With  the  exception  of  the  three 
spots  mentioned,  most  of  last  year's  club  seems  to  be  pretty 
well  intact. 

Coach  Bob  Thalman's  tracksters,  who  have  been  con- 
tenders in  both  the  Mason-Dixon  and  the  Little  Eight 
Conferences  for  the  past  two  seasons,  have  a  big  rebuild- 
ing job  to  do  as  a  result  of  graduation,  but  have  enough 
material  on  hand  to  give  Bengal  fans  another  good  season 
if  he  can  fill  several  departments. 

He  still  has  one  of  the  best  weight  divisions  in  the  Old 
Dominion  in  the  trio  of  Jim  Frazer,  Tom  Lee  and  Jim 
Wiley,  in  addition  to  having  good  sprinters  in  Charlie 
Holt  and  Bill  LeHew.  Likewise,  he  has  a  fine  middle- 
distance  runner  in  sophomore  Bunting  Brown.  However, 
he  must  fill  vacancies  in  the  broad  jump,  pole  vault  and 
hurdles,  and  needs  more  strength  in  the  distance  depart- 
ment. With  a  little  luck,  he  should  be  about  as  strong 
as  last  season. 
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The  tennis  team  looks  forward  to  a  brighter  year  with 
several  members  back  from  last  year's  squad,  headed  by 
John  Richards,  number  one  man  of  a  year  ago.  The 
acquisition  of  several  promising  freshmen  should  be  a  big 
boost  to  Bengal  strength  down  the  ladder.  With  Bill 
Odom,  Banks  Simmons,  Jim  Kulp  and  Captain  Jim 
White,  in  addition  to  Richards  returning,  the  Bengal  net 
squad  should  enjoy  more  experience  than  they  have  had 
in  some  time.
